Miss Hagar 
was driving an electric car and was ac- 
companied by her sister, Miss Margaret 
Hagar. Mrs. Compton was at the wheel 
of a small gasoline car, accompanied by 
her son, who is now at Princeton Uni- 
versity, and her sister, who is in Ohio. 
Miss Hagar’s car, which had een deliv 
ered only three weeks before, was dam- 
aged. Mrs. Compton’s car escaped with 
a few scratches. 

Miss Hagar brought suit against Mrs. 
Compton for $275 damages to her car, 
She alleged in her petition that the fault 
of the colilsion was with Mrs. Compton 
and accused her of violating the speed 
limits. Before the case came to trial, 
the attorney for Mrs. Compton filed a 
claim for damages against Miss Hagar.

Gazzolo’s ward includes the heart of 
the business district of St. Louis and 
has within its boundaries the most val- 
uable property in the city The ward 
contains virtually no residence property 
except that occupied by poor people. The 
principal business men living in the 
ward reside at hotels. 


Lyman Hay for Reber Plan. 

Lyman T. Hay, manager of the Jef- 
ferson and Planters hotels, both of 
which are in the Fifth Ward, is a strong 
supporter of the Reber approach. 

“It is a disgrace to St. Louis that the 
free bridge has not been eompleted,” he 
said. ‘‘Almost every visitor to St. Louis 
has something to say about it, and he 
does not content himself with saying it 
phere in St. Louis. He goes home and 
he goes to other cities, repeating it. 

“I do not believe there is another city 
in the country which would have per- 
mitted this condition to exist. 

“We should have a vote on a bond is- 
sue to complete the bridge immediately. 
By all means we should go over the 
heads of the members of the House of 
Delegates and put this issue up to the 
people themselves. If the House of Del- 
egates cannot represent the people of 
the city, the House of Delegates must 
be ignored. 

“We have the best engineering advice 
obtainable that the Reber approach is 
the proper approach. We should accept 
that and go ahead and finish the bridge. 
There certainly can be no excuse for the 
A. & M. proposition. It is absurd, and 
I do not believe it has been given any 
serious consideration outside of the 
House of Delegates.’’ 


Travelers Talk of Delay. 

Edward W. Dunn, manager of the 
Maryland Hotel, is also a Reber ap- 
proach advocate. 

“The bridge must be finished,’ he 
said, “and it must be finished quickly 
to save the reputation of St. Louis. We 
are the laughing stock of the entire 
country. Every traveler talks about the 
uncompleted bridge and about the in- 
ability of St. Louis to do things. We 
must stop this talk. 

“I can see no reason for going several 
miles out of the way with an approach, 
The city owns the land for the Reber 
approach. It has been declared adequate 
to meet all the needs of the bridge, and 
I am for it. No serious consideration 
should be given the plans of real estate 
promoters. to reap great benefit at the 
expense of St. Louis.’ 

Accepts Engineers’ Advice. 

George J. Knapp, president of the 
Lippe Catering Co., resides at the Rozier 
Hotel, in the Fifth Ward. 

“T support the Business Men’a 
League's campaign for the completion 
of the bridge. I talk to several hua- 
dred persons every day and all of them 
seem to want the bridge completed. The 
Reber approach has been approved by 
good engineers, and I believe we should 
follow their advice.

word can be relied upon. 


At Chihuahua Gen. Villa continued to 
insist that Benton bad attempted to kill 
him and that he had turned the Scotch- 
man over to guards for axecution.

Much interest was manifest in the 
published interview with Gen. Villa at 
Chihuahua, in which he recited again 
the story of what he alleged was an 
attempt on his life by Benton. Thus 
far the State Department, it is known, 
has received no authentic evidence tend. 
ing to refute Villa's version of the af- 
fair. Though some doubt as to the 
manner in which Benton was killed may 
exist in official circles, unless positive 
evidence is presented as controvertin;: 
Villa's claims, it is now quite certain 
‘that the American Government will no: 
reject his story. 

One direct effect of the incident. it ‘s 
admitted generally here, will be a mani- 
festation of some kind by the United 
States to the Constitutionalists that for- 
eigners must be given ample protection. 

It is suggested in some quarters that 
the American Government may seek to 
reach an understanding with Vilia 
through consular officers whereby the 
Constitutionalists will agree not to taka 
summary action with respect to any for- 
eigners until he has previously noti- 
fied Washington officials.

WOMAN GALLS 
HER CONFESSION OF 
MURDER UNTRUE 


Alleged Slayer of Husband Testi- 
fies Detectives Plied Her 
With Liquor.

LITTLE VALERY, N.Y. Fed. 4— 
Mrs. Cynthia Buftum, on trial here for 
the murder of her husband, resumed 
before Judge Brown and a jury today 
her story of how District Atforney Cole 
and private detectives off Buffalo ob- 
tained from her an alleged confession.

On this testimony Collins 
seeks to show that the statements are 
not preper evidence. 

“On Nov. 18,’’ Mrs. Buffum testified, 
“Miss Stone, whom I did not then know 
was @ detective, said that Frank Morris 
had called up and said I should go to 
Buffalo. He had information that would 
help me. Morris’ real name was Oppen- 
heimer and he is a detective. He posed 
as my friend. I went to Buffalo to a 
cafe, arriving there that morning. 

“Mr. Morris was joined by a man 
known to me as Thomas Mr. Ford 
is the manager of a prPVate - detective 
agency. His real name is Thomas 
O’Grady. Mr. Morris ordered two whis- 
kies for me and we had lunch. We 
stayed in tife cafe until I was drunk. It 
was close to midnight when we left. 

“They were talking to me all day long 
as my friends. They told me that Dis- 
trict Attorney Cole was building a stone 
wall about me and outlined a plan for 
me to follow.

St. Louis Syndicate Transfers 
Louisiana Property to Subsi- 
diary of Texas Company. 


The sale of the Busch-Everett syndi- 


Northern Louisiana to the Louisiana 
company, a subsidiary of the 
was formally closed at the 
offices of the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
Tuesday. 

Holders of Busch-Everett stock re- 
ceived $267,000 in cash and $1,400,000 in 
protes of the Loulsiana company, pay- 
able in 15 months. 

The sale was made through G. H. 
Walker, a St. Louis broker, and Louis 
KE. Dennig, a director of the Busch-Ev- 
crett Co. 

The Post-Dispatch several months ago 
published the fact that negotiations for 
this sale had been closed. 

The note given by the Louisiana com- 
pany as security in Tuesday’s consum- 
mation of the deal is secured by $1,40,- 
000 of 6-per-cent gold bonds of the In- 
dustrial Securities Co. of Maine, in- 
dorsed by the Texas company. 

Syndicate Formed in 1909. 

The Busch-Everett syndicate was 
formed in St. Louis in 1909 for the stated 
purpose of developing the natural gas 
fields in the Caddo Parish district of 
Louisiana and piping natural gas to St. 
Louis. 

When this project was abandoned the 
ayndicate devoted its capital to the de- 
velopment of the oil industry in Louis- 
iana. Meanwhile, Adolphus Busch, father 
of August A. Busch, leading member of 
the Busch-Everett syndicate, was made 
a director of the Laclede Gas Light Co. 

The option for the sale of the Busch- 
Everett syndicate to the Loulsiana com- 
pany was agreed upon last August but 
the purchase price was not given out at 
that time. 

Among the heavy stockholders in the 
Busch-Everett syndicate were August 
A. Busch, L. B. Dennig, G. H. Walker, 
E. H. Everett, Ea@qwara Mallinckrodt, 
Walker Hill and Thomas H. West.

regain her place in sport. The Pall 
Mall Gazette recommends that “Mr. 
McGraw keep these impertinences for 
his friends at home.” 

McGraw told the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent that the players were much 
disappointed that the rain prevented 
their playing in Rome and Paris, while 
Charlies Comiskey said: 

“‘We must play here. Everyone in the 
party is just hollering to play in Lon- 
don; 80 you can see it will be some 
game. The best ‘gate’ we had on the 
trip was one of 11,000 at Manila, but 
there was very little to choose between 
Manila, Tokio and Melbourne. 

“We are all looking forward to getting 
home again after our four months’ ab- 
sence. Our tour has been a happy one 
in all respects. It has been not only an 
exposition of a swift and thrilling sport, 
but an exposition of American man- 
hood which ough. to enhance our pres- 
tige umong the nations.

“Our men made a fine impression, not 
cnly by their physical prowess, but by 
their friendliness and good manners. 
If the world is disposed to fix on Amer- 
icans more than their share of ‘bounce’ 
and ‘swank’ we did nothing to strength- 
en this tendency. On the field our men 
did their best; off the field they tried 
to show those who so beautifully enter- 
tained and honored us that our mission 
was one of good will to al] peoples 

“In my Judgment, the men who give 
the highest promise of becoming great 
ball players are the Filipinos and 
Japanese. All the fine points of the 
game moved them Iike electric 
shocks. 

“I couldn’t understand what they 
said, but their gestures told a graphic 
story of bewilderment and delight. 
Our base-running and fielding filled 
the foreign observers with amaze- 
ment. The brilliant slides of our run- 
ners evoked involuntary cries of as- 
tonishment, as some of the fielding 
had the effett of dazzling and half- 
stupefying.

The 
real contest in that ward will come in 
the spring election when Miss Drake 
will directly oppose Alderman John 
(Bathhouse) Coughlin. 


Woman Opposes 'I'wo Men. 
Mrs. Marie Gerhardt, opposing two 


men candidates on the Democratic tick- 
et in the Twenty-third Ward, marshaled 
the women of her ward and distributed 
cigars to the election officials in her 
home precinct. 

Sarah M. Hopkins, contesting the 
Democratic primary nomination with 
Thomas Hoyne, brother of the State’s 
Attorney of Cook County, in the Second 
Ward, forecast victory for herself as 
she watiched her women friends crowd 
to the polling places. The Republican 
candidate in that ward received strong 
support from negro women. 

As candidates, as voters and as elec- 
tion officials, the women played an im- 
portant part in today’s election, the 
first in this city since the passage of 
the equal suffrage act by the last 
Legislature.

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AN UNSOLVED RIDDLE. 

John D. Rockefeller has lived all his active 
fife in Cleveland. His early business associates 
and the closest friends of his youth and middle 
age are there, or sieep in Cleveland churchvards. 
His children were born there. His first great 
triumphs were won there. He there achieved 
his reputation for austere piety. 

Mr. Rockefeller is rated worth $900,000,000. His 
income is rated from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 
yearly, an ever-increasing tide of gold that pours 
in from a hundred rich investments in the coun-: 
try’s and the world’s necessities. He has doubt- 
less more wealth than any other man that ever 
lived. Out of his abundance he has given liberally 
to divers excellent educational, charitable and re- 
search foundations, Yet; when the C City of Cleve- 
land, in sore need of funds with which to human- 
ize and liberalize the community life, asked Mr. 
Rockefeller to pay $12,000,000 of taxes an only 
$200,000,000 of his personal property—at the same 
rate which other citizens are required to pay on 
their smaller estates—he disowned his citizen- 
ship and fled, tottering on the arm of his valet, 
to the train that should bear him away to his 
New York winter residence. 

Now, had it occurred to Mr. Rockefeller at any 
time to give Cleveland $12,000,000 for some char- 
ity, he could have done it as easily as the aver- 
age man gives a nickel to a street beggar. . 

How much more manly it would have 
been, how much better as an example to other 
very rich men, had he met the tax collectors with 
a smile and said to them: “I’m glad to pay what 
you ask. I owe that sum and very much more to

Joseph Fels passed out of mortality into im- 
mortality at his home in Philadelphia on Sunday, 
being stricken with pneumonia. 

He will be immortalized in the history (yet to 
be written), of humanity’s long struggle to throw 
off the burden of special class privileges based 
upon indirect taxation, and to substitute there- 
for direct taxes derived chiefly from land values 
socially created.

THOSE CHINESE EGGS IN OUR MIDST. 

Speaking of those cheap Chinese eggs—36,000 of 
‘cm imported to St. Louis under the new tariff 
freedom, we hope they are not of a kind or con- 
dition to make Wilson Democrats wish that they 
had voted for the Bull Moose and perpetuated the 
high cost of living. 

The modest claim is made that they should 
be better than the average cold storage eggs 
sold in this vicinity. This is almost danining the 
fresh country Chinese eggs with faint praise. As 
a standard of comparison the “average cold stor- 
age egg’ is not very appetizing. An egg could be 
better than that and still leave much to be de- 
Except for histrionic criticism, fuel, fer- 
tilizer, glue, tanning of hides, and other com- 
mercial or manufacturing uses apart from cul- 
inary or dietary, we would not accept “an aver- 
age cold storage egg” as a gift—if we knew it. 

In the matter of eggs, the best are not always 
the cheapest. The most plebian nose will turn up 
at Chinese eggs, at 20 cents a dozen or any other 
price, unless they show a 700 per cent improv- 
ment over their average cold storage American 
cousins. 

Sea voyages improve some things, such as pew 
riches and whisky in the oak. Indeed a sea voy- 
age sometimes benefits invalids. Frankly we do 
not know whether a rough passage across the 
Pacific would help Chinese eggs from last year’s 
rests. We would not be inhospitable without 
reason, but, on the other hand, just because eggs 
have traveled half around che world to reach 
us is no reason why we should welcome them in 
our midst. 
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In two instances lately it has been shown that 
the Federal Constitution is easily amended when 
the people want it amended.
